WILO DOGS OF ASIA.

The quality of courage possessed by 
bunting dogs of Asia appears In a 
marked difference of habit from that 
noticeable in all other carnivorous 
beasts. As a rule, each ferocious ani¬ 
mal baa its natural and favorite prey, 
which may vary In different Iocs III lei*, 
but ta in each case the easiest aud 
moat profitable victim. Tigers, for fu 
stance, are cattle slayers or deer kill¬ 
ers Just aa cattle or deer happen to 
be moat abundant in their district. 

Leopards prey ou goats, slieep and, 
when they can get them, on tame dogs; 
wolves on sheep and cattie, stoats or 
rabbits snd hares, and weasels on rata 
and mice. But. though tbe Jungles 
which they visit abound In defenseless 
animals, the wild dog does not limit hla 
attacks to these. Tbe packs dudberste- 
17 pursue and destroy both tbe black 
and Himalayan bears mud tbe tigers, 
affording perhaps the only instance in 
which one carnivorous »i>e* lea deliber¬ 
ately sets Itself to bunt down and de¬ 
stroy another. From their rarity, tbe 
uninhabited nature of tbe Jungles which 
they haunt and their habit of bunting 
at night—which a probable suggestion 
makes the basis of the early legends 
of the demon hunter and ' heiiequln'* at 
a time when tbe "red dogs* still re¬ 
mained in Europe— observations of 
their habits are rare.—London Spec¬ 
tator.
